Washington, D. C., Nov. 80.—Another week of 
bad weather is ahead for the eastern part of 
the country, according to the weather bureau. 

“The eastward movement of a disturbance now 
over the lower Arkansas valley,’’ the Weekly Bul- 
letin says, *‘ will result in a continuance of the 
unsettled, rainy weather during the early days 
of the week over the eastern half of the country, 
with possibly sont snow over the extreme north- 
ern districts, | 

“* Generally fair weather will follow for a day 
er so after, but the’eastward movement of an- 
other marked disturbance now over Arizona will 
probably be attended by rains over the southern 
and rains and snow over the northern districts 
from the Rocky mountains eastward, beginning 


about Monday morning along the eastern slopes” 


of the mountains, reaching through the plains 
states into the central valleys and the upper 
lake region about the middle of the week, and 
the lower lake region and the east about Thure- 
day or Friday.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—[Special.]— 
Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, president of the 
National American Woman's Suffrage asso- 
ciation, struck the keynote of the forty-fifth 
annual convention being held in Washington, 
“A suffrage amendment to the constitution 
of the United States during the sixty-third 
congress,”’ in her opening speech at the Co- 
lumbia theater massmeeting this afternoon. 
The plea for immediate action on the 
amendment was repeated by each speaker, 
and finally when Dr. Shaw asked for a unani- 
mous’ vote on'a get of resolutions read from 
the platform by Senator Helen Ring Robin- 
son from Colorado the crowded theater re- 

sponded with only one dissenting voice. 


What Resolution Calls For. 
Following are the resolutions: 
Resolved, That this meeting of the 
forty-fifth convention of the National 
Woman's Suffrage association calls up- 
on the president of the United States in 
his forthcoming message to congress to 
- adopt the woman's suffrage constitu- 
tional amendment as an administrative 
measure and urge congress to take im- 
mediate and iayoreble action upgn it; 
and 
Resolved, That the meeting calls tipon 
the United States senate to act favorably. 
on the woman's suffrage. constitut onal 


" Resolved, That the meeting urge the 
rules committees of the house of repre- 
sentatfves to report favorably on the 
resolution creating a standing com- 
mittee on woman’s suffrage in the house. 


Hope in National Congress, 

“The path of the suffragists in the United 
States: has been marked by anxiety,” D?. 
Shaw said. ‘‘It has changed to a path of 
great hope, from the summit of which-we 
can see the promised land, the national con- 
gress. Deliverance is to come to us through 
the national congress with the aid of the 


has been able to distinguish the new free- 
dom. Democrats are beginning to’ under- 
stand real democracy. 

“We are -looking at victory; the enlight- 
enment has come, and this enlightenment 
must now be converted into action, 
government's action on the suffrage amend- 
ment. The granting of the franchise to 
women is the next orderly step in demo- 
eratic evolution. .No body is so representa- 
tive as this body, for it does nor cistinguish 
between sex, class, nor color.’ 


Change in Political Presentment. 

‘We are on the eve of a new change inthe 
presentment of politics,’’ Miss Jane Addams 
declared in her address. ‘‘Just as there has 
been a change in the attitude of the political 
economists, philanthropists, criminologists, 


come a change in politics. 

“The voter has been regarded merely asa 
unit ina politfeal party; his loyalty to certain 
emblems, to marches, national music, and 
to certain other means employed by polift- 
cians to rouse his patriotism have been relied 
upon in the past. Now that is changing. 
The -voter is being regarded as a human 
being, his wants and needs are considered, 
his condition considered. ° 

‘Let us take, for an example of this new 
idea, the government investigation, which 
cost three-fourths of a million dollars, of the 
condition of the immigrant; the half million 
dollars spent in studying the conditions of 
the women in industry. The government is 
getting at the facts of life, and this new de- 
velopment is called social sympathy. It can 
be translated. into politica} action, and in 
the new idea of governmenfthe women will 
naturally take part. The movement cannot 
possibly go on without them. 


Foreign Countries Take Lead. 
“In looking: over the history of suffrage

The call is the first step in an effort to 
bring the housewives of both city and 
farm together into an ‘organization for the 
direct marketing of fresh eggs chiefly by 
means of the parcel pos:. The women are 
determined to cut out the commission firms 
responsible, it is said, for the prevailing 
high prices of eggs. 


1.500 Women in Boycott. 

Mrs. Bley is ohe of Chicago's original cam- 
paigners for ‘‘ 82 cents a dozen eggs or none.”’ 
Already 1,500 Chicago women have enlisted 
in a boycott which has brought overtures 
from the Chicago butter and egg board. The 
activities of the women also have brought 
the attention of the government to present 
high prices. 

The woman residents of the towns and vil- 
lages of Illinois will be a necessary factor in 
the proposed state codperative combination. 
Mrs. Bley already has received assurances 
that some of them are anxious to help the 
women of Chicago in their fight on the com- 
mission firms, The appeal for their assist- 
ance is being made through the various wom- 
an's clubs, which are strong and influential 
in almost every locality. 

Mrs. 
state who do not live in cities can sell eggs 
at 32 cents a dozen, pay. the parcel post rates 
out of that, and still make a big profit. The 
first move will be to get the address of those 
who produce eggs to sell. 


Teach How to Ship Eggs. 

“Weare going.to interest the responsible 
members of woman clubs downstate,’’ said 
Mrs. Bley. ‘‘ We ‘will teach the egg pro- 
ducers how to handle them to prevent loss 
in*shipments by parcel post and otherwise. 
We are going to enlist the women of the 
city clubs and instruct them how to get eggs 
from the country, how to prepare eggs cheap- 
ly for the table, and how to take care of them 
after they have bought them. We are going 
to the bottom of were phase of the egg quea- 
gg ap selleggsand buy them. Between 
the sellers and the buyers there is a lot of 
unnecessary juggling on the part of the men. 

“ The campaign will prove of great yalue in 

developing the brains of womén. Most wom- 
en have got into the groove of serving eggs 
for breakfast every morning. They don't 
know what else to prepare. The boycott 
will develop their culinary ingenuity and 
thereby set their brain celfs to working where 
they have performed through habit before. 
The boycott on eggs will force women to de- 
vise new breakfast menus—ones which de not

Confident Wilson Will Act. 

The interest in the possible favorable ac- 
tion of congress on the suffrage amendment 
to the constitution of the United States has 
relieved the stress felt over the suffrage con- 
stitution ‘to be voted upon by the national 
suffrage body. Many of the suffragists are 
confident that President Wilson will incorpo- 
rate recommendations on suffrage in his 
message to congress es sce ia to be read on 
Tuesday. 

Three hearings Lave been arranged for

MAY CURB RUSH | 
OF CONSUMPTIVES 


Government Will Seek to In- 
duce Patients to. Take 
Treatment at. Home. 


WEST RESENTS SAFLUX. 


Public Health Service Aims. to 
. Aid Both Victims and Other 
Travelers.

Washington, D. C.. Nov. 830.—[Special,J— 
Drastic reguiation of the transportation of 
victims of tuberculosis from state to state 
{is contemplated by the federal government 
as a result of an investigation now being 
conducted by the public health service. _ 

The move will have the effect of curtailing 
to a great extent the migration of tubercu- 
losis patients to the dry climate of the west 
and southwest. The service will puncture 
the belief that a dry climate {s necessary to 
the cure of the disease. | 

Already the investigation has disclosed 
that Chicago hharbors more transient con- 
sumptives than any other. city in the coun- 
try. Because it ie the greatest railway cen- 
ter in the country and the gateway of phe 
west thousands of victims of the white 
plague pass through it annually seeking a 
salubrious climate. ' , 


Chicago Stations Catch All. 

These sufferers change cars in Chicago, 
stopping a few hours in a ‘railroad station 
generally. The conditions under which these 
patients spend this waiting interval in Chi- 
cago have bean investigated during the last 
fortnight by agents of the public health serv- 
ice.. The investigators also counted the num- 
ber of sufferers arriving and departing on all 
the lines. 

From Chicago the agents have proceeded to 
the southwést, investigating the conditions 
under whith patients travel and mingle with 
healthy passengers. 

The findings of the. investigation will be 
embodied in a report setting forth exactly 
what danger the traveling public runs of in- 
fection from tuberculous passengers. It also 
will lay down.a set of regulations for pre- 
venting consumptives from coming into con- 


OLY, 


and in railway stations. 


Demand Springs from West. 

The demand for this investigation came 
originally from California, Arizona, New 
Mexico, Colorado, and other western states 
which. have been endeavoring for years to 
stem the tide of tubercular immigrants. 
In many western communities “ lungers,”’ 
as they commonly are known there, consti- 
tute a large part of the population. They are 
regarded as undesirable citizens by the na- 
tives, who complain that the sufferers are a 
menace to public health. 
There is good ground for stating that the 
report of the health service will recommend 
transportation regulations which will tend 
to curtail the migration of consumptives. 
It is suggested that such regulations might 
prohibit a consumptive from going far from 
his home unless he could give satisfactory 
assurance that he would not become a public 
charge. 
But the main point the report will make {s 
thet it is unnecessary for consumptives to 
seék the arid regiomin order to be cured. The 
national health officers take the position that 
such a migration furnishes the patient no 
treatment that cannot be procured at home.

Greate: in NOmber than Any | 
Previous Season. 


CARELESSNESS I$ DEADLY 


Of the Accidents Thirty-Seven Vic- 
tims Killed and Twenty-Four 
Wounded Themselves.

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The hunting season, which closed yes- 
terday, cost 135 lives. In addition to the 
death toll, which is considerably larger than 
in any previous year, 125 persons were fn- 
jured, several of them fatally. 

One looks in vain for any new causes for 
the long list of casualties. A much greater 
number have shot themselves this season, 
by reason of careless handling of weapons, 
no fewer than thirty-seven having lo*\ their 
lives at their own hands and twenty-four 
others escaping with more or less severe in- 
juries. 

The deadly companion was abroad this 
year, as usual, and to his presence were due. 
twenty-four death’. He also inflicted in- 
juries on nineteen others,

Careless Hunters Slay 17. 
The.man who shoots every time.he sees a 
movement in a. bush, thinking it must be 
caused by some species of game, can reflect 


| on the fact that that sort of hunting resulted 
rin the death of seventeen and the injury of 


ten.. 

Drowning is well up in the causes of fatali- 
ties, sixteen hunters having found watery , 
graves while in quest of game. 

It is estimated that there were nearly 60,000 
hunters. in Wisconsin and Michigan and 
when to this number are added the thousands 
who took the trail in Minnesota, Maine, and 
New York the total number will. reach well 
up to 100,000. 

Hunters Growing More Cautious. 

While the casualties seem great in number 
the record this year is considered by those 
who have been watching conditions to be one 
indicating a growing care on the part of 
hunters in the use of their weapons. 

“You city people’must realize,” an experi- 
enced Wisconsin hunter said, “‘ that this is 
not such a bad showing as might at first be 
supposed. With 50,000 to 60,000 hunters in 
the woods, all using high power, long range 
rifies; it isa wonder there are not more casu- 
alties, and that the death list is not greater 
must be credited to the greater care being 
exercised by hunters.” 

It is possible that an effort may be made in 
Wisconsin at the next session of the legis- ‘ 
lature to enact more stringent laws govern- 
ing the use of weapons in the forests, but 
what the nature of the new laws will be 
can only be guessed. So far legislation hag 
had little effect and-upper Michigan, which 
has the strictest laws in America, has as 
large a percentage of hunters killed as Wis- 
conain, ry 


In the list of killed is Prof. M. G. Hammar, 
entomologist of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. He, with a friend, C. 
J. Leland, was hunting near Roswell, N. M+ 
Leland, not knowing Prof. Hammar was in | 
the direction he saw two deer, fired with an 
automatic rifle. The bullet struck Hammar 
in the abdomen, killing him instantly. 

H. D. Umbstaetter, formerly editor of the 
Black Cat magazine, while hunting near 
Kezar lake in Maine, shot himself just be- 
neath the heart. Mr. Umbstaetter was hunt- 
ing on the shore of the lake, when he stim- 
bled in climbing a stone wall. . The gun he 
carried was discharged and the bullet aie 
him. 


Gets Ride on Deer. 

Vernon Rider had a thrilling experience in 
the Adirondacks. He shot @ big buck. He 
only wounded the animal, however, and the 
buck leaped to its feet and plunged at him. 
Grasping the deer by its horns as he rushed, 
Rider was thrown upon the animal's back, 
and then followed a nine mile run through 
the timber on the back of the deer.

“‘In these days,’ he said, “‘ when menare 
' writing books thet are read and plays that 
are put upon the stage which tend to,com- 
promise the church and hold up the clergy 
as a lot of ignoramuses and dupes, I wantto

“I recognize Christianity is not a form, but 
a force; not a liturgy, buta life. But I also 
assert the church was organized by Jesus 
Christ, and there is no substitute for it. 

“The church does not claim to be an or- 
ganization exclusively made up of saints. It 
is rather a home where the higher sancti- 
ties of life, like flowers in a garden, can be 
cultivated” : 


Text from Luke. 

The text was taken from Luke, the four- 
teenth chapter and the eighteenth verse: 
“ They all with one consent began to make 
excuse,” the answer. given to the invita- 
tions of the man in the paradie ‘*‘ who made 
a great supper and bade many.’ | 

“The feast symbolizes fellowship with

COLD STORAGE INQUIRY COMING

Washington, D. C.,- Nov. 80.—[Special.]—° 
President Wilson has cabled a conference of 
the leaders in congress for this week to de 
cide upon the legislative program to be 
adopted during the regular session, which 
will begin tomorrow. As far as disclosed, 
the program will include: 


1, Currency reform, 

2. Rural credits. 

8. Amendment of the anti-trust law. 

4. Abolition of interlocking directo- 
rates. 

5. An international inquiry into the 
high cost of living. 

6. Regulation of cold storage wecdinall 

7. Government construction and opera: 
tion of railroads in Alaska. 


Other Matters in Background. 

Other matters undoubtedly will be cons 
sidered, such as the regulation of water 
power concessions, independence of the 
Philippines, and the like. But they will not 
be pressed with the vigor of those named. 
The president is more determined than ever 
to secure the early enactment of the Glass- 
Owen bill, creating a new banking ont cur- 
rency system. 

In order to suppress insurrection in the 
house on this measure, he agreed to advo- 
cate a national rural banking system. A - 
bill for this purpose is being prepared. now 
by his direction. The house Democrats also 
agreed in caucus to end interlocking directo- 
rates of banks. The bill which is being 
‘formulated will forbid interlocking directe- 
rates of all corporations. 

The president and H. D. Clayton, chair- 
man of the committee on judiciary, will 
colaborate in the preparation of a bill for 
the amendment of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. The measure undoubtedly will be mod- 
eled along the lines of the sofcalled-"*-seven 
sisters’’ act, which Mr. Wilson forced

Cold Storage Time Limit. 

Through the enactment of a bill imposing. 
a time limit upon which products shall be 
kept in cold storage, it is hoped to prevent 
the withholding of vast amountsof food from 
the market and thus make the supply more 
reasonable in relation to the demand. 

The McKellar bill, drawn by Attorney Gene 
eral Wickersham, forbids the transportation 
of beef or its manufactures and. products If 
kept in cold storage beyond seven months; 
veal, two months; pork, four months; sheep 
or goats, four months; lambs or kids, three 
months; poultry and game, three months; 
fish, two months; butter, three months, and 
eggs, three months or six months, if on in- 
spection they are found sound and whole- 
some.
